My 
office  being  next  door  to  this  Tribunal,  namely,  the 
First  Demobilization  Ministry,  and  being  readily 
available  to  the  International  Prosecution  Section, 

I  was  asked  by  the  authorities  of  the  IPS  to  examine 
a  number  of  documents  and  I  did, 

Q  Now,  v;hen  you  examined  this  number  of 
documents,  did  you  have  before  you  for  examination 
all  of  the  documents  that  had  been  prepared  by  various 
students  during  this  three-year  period  of  the  Institute 
operation? 

A  Not  all,  only  those  which  have  been  tendered 
as  exhibits  here.

It  was  regarded  In  the  Insti¬ 
tute  as  being  unpermlsslble,  the  resort  to  war  with 
a  v/ar  consciousness^  and  that  moans  other  than  military 
should  be  exhausted  before  resort  to  ”’or  Is  taken. 

In  this  connection,  It  v/ns  the  policy  of 
the  Institute  to  glVe  as  wide  an  Interpretation  and 
effect  to  the  Japanese  tradition  of  resorting  to  arras 
only  In  the  spirit  of  Justice  when  the  use  of  arras 
Is  unavoidable;  and  It  was  our  Intention  also  to  apply 
this  principle  to  all  other  measures,  namely,  political 
economic  and  others.  As  another  example,  I  should 
say  that  a  study  over  a  long  period  was  carried  on 
\;lth  respect  to  anaver-oll  cr  comprehensive  study  of 
modern  warfare,  primarily,  as  a  means  of  studying 
the  causes  of  war,  and  by  knowing  these  causes.  In 
finding  means  to  prevent  •••■r. 

As  another  example,  I  might  mention  that 
considerable  time  was  devoted  to  a  study  of 
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International  lav?,  as  well  as  the  developments  In 
world  history  which  pertain  to  the  efforts  toward 
the  maintenance  of  an  organization  of  peace  and 
order.  Also  the  study  of  the  building  of  peace  and 
peace  structure  was  broadly  handled  as  a  subject  of 
study  and  exercises  and  research  by  the  students, 
as  well  as  in  the  lectures  given  at  the  Institute 
and  studies  were  made  of  the  means  and  methods  used  -* 
employed  in  the  maintenance  of  peace  or  in  the  con¬ 
tinuance  of  peace  since  the  beginning  of  world 
history  and  the  conclusions  reached  by  the  students 
if  found  to  be  —  some  of  these  points  discovered 
were  unjust,  they  were  labeled  as  unjust  and  Improper 
in  order  to  find  morb  Just  and  better  means. 

THH  MONITOR:  The  basic  concept  around 
which  the  conclusion  —  the  basic  concept  that  the 
conclusion  brought  about  was  that  those  who  vere 
unjust  did  not  last  long. 

A  (Continuing)  As  to  all  other  data,  I  might 
say  that  no  studies,  no  lectures,  no  exercises  were 
carried  on  under  the  idea  that  war  was  necessary  or 
that  resort  to  war  must  be  had.  All  data,  studies 
and  lectures  were  devoted  to  an  analysis  and  study  of 
domestic  end  International  questions  in  order  to 
obtain  understanding  of  basic  matters  pertaining  to 
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principle  that  the  maintenance  oi  peace  v/as 
and  that  If  v'ar  started,  that  r;hlle  war  Is  being 
waged,  studies  and  efforts  should  be  made  toward 
discovering  v/ays  of  maintaining  peace  and  order. 

THE  MONITOR;  /nd  whatever  we  studied  about 

war  v;as  just  a  basic  common  knowledge  that  one  should 
know  in  case  the  war  does  start  and  counter  measures 
should  be  known  by  those  who  night  be  engaged  in  it— 
Just  the  basic  things  about  war  that  people  should
